HOUSANDS of progressive and liberal minded people over 


the country will be greatly disappointed over the outcome 


of the ihird party convention at Chicago. '

There are thousands of people in the nation who -will not 


vote for either Senator Harding or for Gov. Cox: They take the 
position that there is little to choose from in the nominees of 
the old parties and they feel that there is but a little difference 
in the allegiance of the old parties to privilege and vr,ealth. 


These people were ready for a new deal, politically, in this 


country. And 'because of the tremendous amount of sentiment 
existing over the country against present conditions the third 
party convention at Chicago resulted. 
. * . * * . 


The opportunity for taking action that would have resulted 


in the birth of a real new political party in Chicago was great. 
Hundreds of earnest, enthusiastic delegates had'come long dis- 
tances to see the new party born. The meetings were enthusi- 
astic and the convention had reasonable assurance that there 
was a good chance that Senator La Follette would' consent to 
lead the new crusade. 


Then came the blow-up. 
The responsibility for the ending wouW seem to lie with 


the irreconciliables in the Labor party group. The situation 
seemed to be about this: 


The men in the convention were largely in syijjpathy with 


Ihose principles demanded by the Labor party. The issue was 
simply whether or not the whole cargo, should be taken aboard 
at once, or whether some outstanding fundamental principles 
should be adopted which would.bring the majority of the pro- 
gressives of the country on common ground. Here was a baby 
just born and 'the Laborates proposed to give it a full meal of 
beef steak and potatoes and coffee at once. Others in the con- 
vention maintained that such procedure would kill the baby. 
They argued that food should be fed to the baby gradually; that 
eventually the 'baby would be able to eat the meal placed before 
it by the laborites.

The friends of Senator La Foltette contended ithai, a third 


party movement would be a process of education under great 
handicaps. .With the press of the country organized against 
any such movement, it would take years to get such a declara- 
tion of principles properly before the people.. Therefore, Sen- 
ator La Foilette's friends contended tha,t the Wisconsin plat- 
form would be a great charter or a starter. 


The Wisconsin platform would attract thousands of men 


in the country who ajje"n'»t yet quite ready to accept the ad- 
vanced ground of the laborites. 


But the laborites insisted on going the route. They would 


not listen to compromise.

Senator La Follette then announced that he could not con- 


sent to allow the use of his name on a platform to which he 
could not subscribe at this toie.

We are unable to see w<hy these laborites are demanding 


a third party. Their principles seem to 'be those demanded by 
the socialists and it would seem that they could find their place 
within the socialist party. If the men and women in Chicago 
could have brought themselves to support the platform advo- 
cated by the Labor party then the thing to have done, in the 
interest of unity, wbirlff-have been to endorse. Debs and to join 
with the socialist party. 


* * * 


The meetmg^,at Chicago, however, will be a milestone in 


American political advancement. The third party will come, 
it must come. Some outlet must be found for the thousands of 
voters in this country who are through with the old parties. It 
is only a question of time before this sentiment will be headed 
up and consolidated into a formidable political movement.
